DEFICITS UNDER 
EISENHOWER TO 


TOTAL 15 BILLIONS 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 8 (AP)— 
President Eisenhower's fat budg- 
et surplus for fiscal 1961, if 
achieved, still will leave him 
more than 15 billion dollars in 
the red for his two terms in 
office. 

The four vunbalanced-budget 
years—1959, 1958, 1955 and 1954 
—added up to $22,900,000,000 of 
deficit spending. 

This apparently will be partly 
offset by a total of $7,600,000,000 
in surpluses in the four years 


of balance—1961, 1960, 1957 and 
1956. 

The eight-year deficit thus 
works out at $15,300,000,000. This 


does not count the $9,400,000,000 
deficit of fiscal 1953. That year’s

Traffic Director .May Be Given 
More Leeway by Aldermen 


Floor Leader Says Amendments Will Be 
Proposed to Permit Discretion in 
Enforcing Rules. 


Amendments will be intro- 
duced in the Board of Aldermen 
to make the proposed new 
powers of the city traffic com- 
missioner discretionary rather 
than mandatory, Majority Floor 
Leader James W. Noonan 


(Dem.), Third Ward, announced 
today, 

Noonan made the announce- 
ment at the end of an hour-long 
caucus of the full board before it 
met today. Accordingly, the 
board deferred for the third time 
final action on a committee- 
approved bill to enlarge the 
traffic commissioner’s powers. 

As presently drawn, the bill 
would authorize and require the 
traffic commissioner to install 


specifications laid down in de- 
tail in the bil. 

Noonan said it was the general 
feeling of the aldermen that the 
mandatory aspect of the bill 
should be amended to give the 
commissioner more discretion in 
carrying out his duties. 

By way of illustration, Noonan 
said particular school might be 
too small to meet the require- 
ments of a school stop as set 
forth in the bill. 

Nevertheless, he said, the 
children attending the school 
should have protection and, 
while the aldermen could enact 
a special bill setting up the sign, 
it was thought better to give the 
traffic commissioner the discre- 
tion to take this step. 

Several aldermen expressed 
the opinion in caucus that having 
entrusted these matters to the 
traffic commissioner the board 
should not have to take the trou- 
ble of enaeting measures to care 
for special situations not cov- 
ered by the bill. 

Under the mandatory provi- 
sions of the bill, the commission- 
er would become principally a 
fact-finder and would have no 
administrative discretion on 
when and where to put traffic 
changes into effect.

with a solution. At the Paris 
meeings of the NATO council 
and the western heads. of govern- 
ment, disarmament was barred 
from the agenda by the Ameri- 
can participants, on the specific 
ground that they would. not 
know what to say about it until 
the Coolidge Commission had 
reported. Now, at last, the 
Coolidge Commission has re- 
ported. 

After comment, and perhaps 
amendment by the Defense and 
State Departménts, ‘the report 
will go to the National Security 
Council. There, by the middle of 
this month, the NSC will turn 
out a final “position paper.” 
Thus. the government’s mind 
will be finally made up. Sec- 
retary of State Chistian Her- 
ter, and the new American rep- 
resentative on the 10-nation 
disarmament commission, 
Frederick Eaton, and the Presi- 
dent himself at the. summit, will 
then be ready to talk about dis- 
armament. 

All this seems odd enough. : It 
is still more odd that all these 
voices of the United States, while 
able to talk about disarmament, 
are not likely to be able to talk 
about a great deal of disarma- 
ment. This is indicated, at any 
rate, by what happened in the 
Coolidge Commission. 


THE COMMISSION 
quired to come up with some- 
thing ‘‘constructive,” so that the 
United States could “take the 
lead.” However, almost every 
influence within the Administra- 
tion discouraged the commission 
from tackling the real core of 
the problem, nuclear disarma- 
ment. 


There were two reasons. The 
most important was the prevail- 
ing theory, largely originating in 
budget-mania, that the Western 
nations are morally, politically, 
and above all economically pow- 
erless to stand up to the horses 
of Russians and Chinese, if both 
sides are deprived of nuclear 
weapons. No one has explained 
why the Western nations, which 
used to maintain large conven- 
tional forces, have become so 
incapable of doing so today, but 
this is accepted administration 
doctrine. 

The difficulty of nuclear .con- 
trol, even if centered on the 
means of delivery, was the other 
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armament: problem: This is 
known as “‘testing Russian bona |. 
fides,” by trying out just a tiny 
bit of disarmament as a start. 


THE FIRST TEST considered 
was Gen. Lauris Norstad’s plan 
for a common Soviet- Western 
warning and inspection system 
in central Europe.. Some reduc- 
tions of troop strength were add- 
ed to give the Norstad plan a 
disarmament flavor. It was then 
pointed out, however, that this 
was only thin-out under another 
name. At these grim words, 
other tests were so ‘The 
test of good faith now recom- 
mended is reported to be a gen- 
eral, controlled reduction of nu- 
merical troop strength by the 
Soviet: Union, the United States 
and their allies: In any case, 
the plan with which the United 
States is supposed to ‘“‘take the 
lead’ seems all but ‘certain ‘to 
be semsburadane rr being 
very -bold. 

But if we dare adt lead boldly, 
why preténd to lead at ex- 
cept for political - - advertising 
purposes? Why not say to 
Khrushchev that we want dis- 
afmament just as much as he 
does, but how does he propose 
to go about it in detail?

© Of the six other members, 
Johnson said he had named two 
while the other four are hold- 
overs On the continuing body. 

Yesterday’s closed meeting re- 
called complaints last year by 
Senators William Proxmire of 
Wisconsin, Joseph S. Clark of 
Pennsylvania, Wayne Morse of 
Oregon and a few others that 
Johnson was doing too much 
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leading without consulting them 
and other Democrats. 


.At the meeting yesterday 
Clark made a formal motion 
that frequent conferences of all 
Democrats be held to map 
Senate strategy.

‘Tt was Henry Kaiser, now 78 
years old and semi-retired in 
Honolulu, who got on the end of 
a trans-Pacific telephone and 
goaded his son Edgar into mak- 
ing a separate settlement with 
the steel union. This helped 
force the hand of other steel 
companies. 

Kaiser even made a special 
trip to New York to talk turkey 
to other steel executives. They 
not only would not listen to his 
plea for a settlement, but were 
positively rude to him. After 
that, he put even greater pres- 
sure on his son for a separate 
settlement. 

“We never should have joined 
the Big Steel,’’ Kaiser told his 
son over the long-distance tele- 
phone. ‘‘We don’t belong there. 
We should be negotiating on our 
own. We have never had a strike 
before in our lives and this is 
no time. to begin.”’ 

Some of the Kaiser executives 
were pulling in the other direc- 
tion, especially Jack Ashby, head 
of Kaiser Steel, who has the 
same labor views as Senator 
Barry Goldwater of Arizona. But 
under the whiplash of the man 
who built up Kaiser industries 
and*controls it, his son made a 
separate settlement. 

Not only was the Kaiser deal 
more favorable than the final 
deal signed by Big Steel, but the 
union has been working like a 
house-afire to produce steel for 
Kaiser because he broke the 
back of the solid anti-union front 
in the steel industry.

The New Films 


THERE IS NO more skillful creator of mood in pictures 
than Ingmar Bergman, the Swedish writer-director. He does 
this with superb effect in “THE MAGICIAN,” at the APOLLO 
ART THEATER. The op ening distant shot, a coach and 
- ' horses in somber silhouette on a hill top, 
with a group of travelers resting in silence, 
creates an ominous feeling. It is a magic 
show troupe, headed by Vogler, a bearded 
man with foreboding, haunting eyes, who 
never speaks. His wife is dressed as a boy 
for a disguise. There is an ancient crone 
who says she is a 200-year-old witch, a 
Fasily jolly manager and a young coachman.. In a dismal 
forest, they find an alcoholic actor in his last stages. He 


expires in the coach, after begging for a knife to cut out 


his insides and free his soul, and describing in his last gasps 
“We feeling of death. 


s«» As they enter Stockholm (it is the middle of the last 
~we@entury) they are taken into custody and to the house of a

as the magician demonstrates his art of ‘‘animal magnetism” 
(hypnotism) and gets revenge on his tormentors. Bergman, 
with his gloomy photography and just, as shadowy human 
touches, weaves a dark, evocative and eerie pattern that 
#almost ‘casts a spell before he explodes it into a huge joke

.. w« Bergman’s work suffers at times from lack of clarity. 
~l don’t know if it was in unwise cutting for the American

““gnexplained. 


.»» Bergman gives us a demonstration of the nature of 
illusion, but somewhat unfairly.. His magician, in private 
“conversation with his wife, is revealed as something of a 
poseur and trickster. His muteness is only a pretense, for 
instance, false as his beard and black wig. But he is still 
;@ man of deep and brooding sensitivity with a haunted mystic 
:Jaok, as if he were tormented by seeing into black mysteries 
beyond the ordinary ken. This, we presume, is the inner 
‘Side of the man. To have him suddenly at the denouement 
Gizecome an obsequious, shallow charlatan is too much of a 
Manse to take. Bergman himself has been guilty of trickery.

: “THE CRANES ARE FLYING,” at the PAGEANT, is the 

“first Russian film to be shown here in the State Department’s

Author’s Life That Reads Like a Novel 


St. Louis Friend of Late Albert Camus Relates His Underground Exploits in Days of French Occupation 


the Paris-Nice highway Monday 
in.an automobile crash he left, at 
46, a life story that is excellent 
material for a novel, maybe for 
oe novels than he wrote him- 
self, 


He was a poet and a play- . 


wright. He successfully adapted 
Faulkner’s “Requiem for a 
Nun” for the Paris stage. His 
main recognition in the United 
States was as the author of three 
books, “The Stranger,” “The 
Plague” and “The Fall.” He 
was labeled “the best writer 
among the Existentialists” but 
if a reader didn’t know about 
that label, or knew about it but 
didn’t scare easily, the reader 
could take up “The Plague” and 
enjoy it as a story well-tald. 
Camus took the world’s con- 
science upon himself and en- 
joyed the load. His self-ap- 
pointed burden was the failure 
of men to know one another, 
the miserable way the world 
fails, one man at a time, to get 
along with itself. When he re- 
ceived the Nobel Prize in. 1958 
Camus was asked what use he 
would make of the $40,000 prize 
money. He said he hoped the 
money would provide him time 
enough to. accomplish a new, 
“educational” novel. ee, 


“Its theme,” he said, “is sim- 
ply how to become a man.” 

Only a writer with a grand 
talent would confront such a 
theme and maybe only a genius 
would have the confidence to in- 
clude the word “simply” in that 
sentence. What Camus desired 
for mankind and what mankind 
has been able to provide are two 
sadly different products. Ex- 
plaining himself and his view of 
the world he wrote, “. . . our 
civilization will demand salva- 
tion for all or for none,” mean- 
ing the deadline is drawing that 
near and dear. He was no man 
for the optimists. 

“He would not accept com- 
promise,” Mrs. Hamburg said. 


_ “He was one of the few French 


writers who did not applaud the 
Spanish Civil War on one side 
or the other.” 

Camus could not accept the 
Spanish Civil War because kill- 
ing the opposition did not im- 
press him as a valid means of 
proving the opposition wrong. 
Mrs. Hamburg’s impression is 
that he was opposed to physical 
violence but when the Germans 
occupied France, Camus became 
an active resister. That either 
was compromise or the differ- 
ence between a moralist on Spain 
and a patriot in France. 

“The Resistance people were 
classified according to ‘active’ 
and ‘passive’ groups,” Mrs. 
Hamburg said. “Some of the 
generals called the writers ‘pas- 
sive’ resisters and I guess some 
of the old generals still think 
the writers were ‘passive,’ not 
doing anything really construc- 
tive. 

“But writers, especially in 
newspapers, kept the spirits 
soaring. We had to correct all 
the time what the enemy was 
saying. Camus, as an editor 
and a great leader on the under- 
ground paper Combat was 
classed as an ‘active’ in the 
Resistance. He hid paratroopers 
and flyers and helped them es- 
cape and he took an active part 
in the fighting of the Maquis.” 

Mrs. Hamburg met Camus 
when he came to discuss with 
her father a mutual interest in 
trucks. Camus had admired 
Anne Marie’s father when the 
older man was his teacher at 
the University of Paris. Camus 
admired the professor even more 
when the scholar of medieval 
history wriggled himself into the 
office of purser for Catholic 
schools under the Vichy govern- 
ment. 

This position gave the pro- 
fessor control of large motor

“My father was no different 
from other fathers,” said Mrs. 
Hamburg. “I wrote poetry and 
he thought it was good. I had 
written a poem, ftercely patri- 
otic. It translates horribly, may- 
be it even sounds a little vulgar 
in English but my father and I 
were very proud of it. My father 
asked Camus to publish some of 
my poems in Combat. 


“‘My father read the poem and 
Camus laughed himself silly at 
the way I had contrived some of 
the rhymes. He had a typical 
Frenchman’s reaction. He dis- 
liked the idea of women in such 
interesting and fascinating work; 
the men want to keep it all for 
themselves. 

“But he said, ‘All right, I will 
take your writing, if only for a 
good laugh.’ 

“Everyone has a key word, 
you know. A word he uses in 
conversation often, sort of a— 
trademark? His key-word was 
‘Allons!’—‘Let’s gol’ 

“When someone would’ say, 
‘Albert, that’s your word,’ he 
would say, ‘Yes, and it’s a good 
one, it’s the first word of our 
National Anthem’,”’ 

So Camus the man saddened 
by the failure of men in their 
relations with each other be- 
came exceedingly active in 
sabotaging the Germans’ rela- 
tions with the French. Mrs. 
Hamburg’s active expedition 
with him was a campaign waged 
with pots and pans in a restau- 
rant. The issue was amoral 
one, not a shooting-war project. 

“The Goncourt prize was to 
be awarded the first year of the 
Occupation,” said Mrs, Ham- 
burg. “Camus was furious. He 
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AND 


did not think m French author 
should be honored while France 
was occupied by the Germans. 
He determined to stop it and 
went to the Drouant, the restau- 
rant where the award was to be 
made, but they would not ad- 
mit us.” 

Camus led his troops to the 
rear of the restaurant. They in- 
filtrated the-kitchen, which next 
to the wine cellar seems the 
most logical spot. for a good 
Frenchman to attack in the first 
place. They timed their attack 
with the climax of the presen- 
tation, slinging the pots and pans 
and dismantling the crockery, 
creating an uproar that pleased 
and satisfied themselves and the 
patriots employed in the kitchen 
but broke up the life-as-usual 
Frenchmen in the dining room, 

“Ah, he was a man of ac- 
tion,” said Mrs. Hamburg, 

“and a man of action is often 
a strange man to the French. 
We have good ideas but to put 
them into action—well.. Per- 
haps his advantage was that 
while he was French, he was 
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born in North Africa and spent 
_ his youth there.” 


The Resistance man Camus 
had more plot and action in his 
daily life than he incorporated 
in much of his writing. He de- 
lighted the symbol-diggers, the 
super-sensitive who can dredge 
an allegory out of a cornflake 
commercial, but not everybody 
was delighted with his form as 
a novelist in “‘The Fall.”” Thomas 
B. Sherman of the Post-Dispatch 
wrote, “To call this a novel is 
to illustrate what is happening to 
the modern novel. It has no 
plot, no action, no conflict... 
its ideas would be just as cogent 
if presented frankly as an essay. 

“Nevertheless, because it is a 
skillful and sharply wrought 
gnalysis of ‘human behavior it 
is a work of some importance. 
Moreover its. fluency is ob- 
viously the product of an un- 
usual literary talent. . . . He is 
a writer of magnitude. His im- 
portance as a thinker must be 
left to those who understand him 
better.” 

The Communist thinkers 
ceased to understand him’ when 
the cold war began. Camus 
broke with the Existentialist 
leader, Jean Paul Sartre. Camus 
said, ‘‘For a distant city (Mos- 
cow) of which I am not sure, I 
will not strike the face of my 
brethren.” 

“He knew how to answer the 
Communist attack on the United 
States because he had been here 
and admired it,”” Mrs. Hamburg 
said. ‘He insisted that I come 
here to study and he helped me 
choose a school.” 

The school she chose was 
Webster College. While at Web- 
ster on a Fulbright fellowship 
she met her husband, Gerard 
Hamburg, a grain-buyer for Con- 
tinental Grain Co. here, Mrs. 
Hamburg writes for French pub- 
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ALBERT CAMUS, noted French author who was killed

Dinosaur Eggs —

MOST REPTILES of the pres- 
ent age lay eggs. This is true of 
turtles and lizards, even of alli- 
gators. Many shakes lay eggs, 


but some give birth to living py’ 


young. 


Since modern reptiles usually / 


lay eggs, we might expect that 
all, or most, of the old dinosaurs 
did the same. During a long pe- 
riod, however, scientists failed to 
find a single egg. 


Thirty-eight years ago, Wal- 


. ter Granger and several other 


American sctentists made their 
way into central Asia. Their 
purposé.was to locate and col- 
lect bones of dinosaurs. 


WHILE in Mongolia, a mem- 
ber of the party strolled away 
from camp one day. In a sand- 
stone area, he found the skull! of 
a rather small dinosaur. 


That discovery led the party 
to search the district. Some dino- 
saur bones were located, also an 
object which looked like the shell 
of an egg. The material was 
taken back to the American 
Museum of Natural History in 


| New York. 


Further study suggested that 


be ss 
Dinosaur Eggs in Mongolia 


traveled to the same section of 
Mongolia the next year. 

Bones and skulls of at least 
50 dinosaurs Were ‘ 
but that was less im than 
the finding of several nests filled 
with dinosaur eggs. In the 
largest clutch were 15 eggs in 
excellent condition—not for eat- 
ing, but for purposes of study. 


THE® EGGS were estimated to 
be 75,000,000 years old. Two of 
them contained small bones 
which would have belonged to 
baby dinosaurs if the eggs had 
hatched.
